These reports will be print­ 
ed in cooperation with the De­ 
partment of Natural Resources 
(DNR); Nelson’s resort at Ma­

It should be noted, however, 
that these reports will be only 
a representative sample of sal­ 
mon caught at Thompson and 
near the Whitefish River. In­ 
cluded in the survey will be 
only authenticated catches re­ 
ported to those conducting the 
survey. 
An Indicator 
“This will be a good indica­ 
tor of just how the fish are 
running,” said Dave Johnson, 
DNR 
biologist 
at 
Escanaba 
who is heading up the survey. 
“Although the survey will in 
no way include all the fish be­ 
ing caught, it will 
give 
the 
average fishermen some idea of 
how the run is progressing.” 
Fishing pressure during the 
past week has been 
centered 
primarily on the coho. Good 
catches 
have 
been 
reported 
both in Little Bay de Noc and 
Whitefish Bay. Trolling a U-20 
silver Flatfish is still the best 
way for taking coho out in the 
big bay, while casting anglers 
using No. 5 Mepps spinners and 
Cleo spoons are doing well in 
shallow Whitefish Bay, John­ 
son reported. 
The largest 
coho 
reported 
taken so far in Little Bay de 
Noc was caught 
Monday by 
Jim Casey of Wells. The mon­ 
ster weighed 17*6 pounds and 


was caught just south of Garth 
Point. Casey said he caught the 
fish on a T-4 silver Flatfish, 
alter losing a big salmon, and 
another Flatfish, a few min­ 
utes earlier. 
27 Salmon Caught 
The DNR’s first survey re­ 
port, taken over the past week­ 
end, shows that a sampling of 
80 fishermen angling for coho 
in Little Bay de Noc caught 
27 coho and three brown trout. 
A spot survey taken in the 
Whitefish River and Little Bay 
de Noc by the Daily Press 
Wednesday afternoon showed 
that 40 anglers captured two 
coho. This is a good indicator 
that the fish are just not hit­ 
ting. 
The coho 
that are 
being 
caught are running from 9-17 
pounds, and the brown trout 
range from 7-11 pounds. 
Schools of salmon have al­ 
ready started to move into the 
Whitefish River, but success 
in catching them is nil, 
At Thompson, success over 
the weekend ran very low, but 
tilings are looking up. A survey J 
of weekend anglers showed 23: 
fishermen 
caught 
four 
coho 
and one brown. Monday, how- j 
ever, saw a big turn about in 
angler success. Two men fish­ 
ing out of the Miami Beach 
Resort at Thompson caught IO 
coho running about 11-pounds 
apiece. These fish were caught 
trolling in deep water about a 
mile offshore. 
Wading anglers showed good 
success off the mouth of the 
famous 
creek 
Tuesday, 
but 
Wednesday’s fishing was lim­ 
ited because of white-cap6 and 
high winds. 
“The fish are in, and they’re 
jumping 
all

tame, but 
they’re playing hard to get,” 
said 
Kern Bradley, 
veteran 
Thompson fishermen.

M EA Changes 


Teachers from all over the Upper Peninsula 
are in Escanaba today for the Region 17-18 con­ 
ference of the Michigan Education Association 
(MEA), in a state-wide organization of teach­ 
ers and educators which in recent years has 
commanded a great deal of attention from the 
news media and the public. 
Since adoption by the legislature of Public 
Act 379 allowing public employes, including 
school teachers, police officers, firemen, etc., 
to bargain with government for wages and work­ 
ing conditions, the MEA along with their rival 
group, the American Federation of Teachers, 
have undergone a change in character. 
Formerly a professional organization — 
1 i k e a society of engineers, architects or geog­ 
raphers — concerned primarily with educational 
subjects, the MEA of late has swung toward the 
character of a labor union. There has been an 
attempt by the organization to retain some of 
the “professionalism” by calling contract talks 
and collective bargaining sessions with school 
boards and administrators “professional nego­ 
tiations” but the image for the most part hasn’t 
come across to the public. 
Instead, the image of a hard-nosed union 
is being created an d reinforced by teacher 
strikes, contract demands, hearings on “unfair 
labor practices” and fact-finding sessions each 
fall.

But the changing character of the MEA 
also is evidenced in other ways. 
A year ago, for example, at the annual 
conference in Escanaba teachers were urged by 
one of the main speakers to take a more active 
role in community affairs, including government 
and politics, both individually and as a group. 
On the state level there also has been an effort 
to convey the sentiment of the organization to 
the people and Legislature, particularly on edu­ 
cationally-oriented issues. 
The conference program today and Friday 
amid an educational framework includes group 
discussions on the MEA insurance program, leg­ 
islation, retirement, salary and professional ne­ 
gotiations. It also includes a talk on “Public 
Funds for Non-Public Schools?”, one of the 
major issues facing the legislature this year. 
In the future — if it already hasn’t reached 
that stage — the teaching profession is going to 
become a strong factor in community affairs. 
And rightfully so. Teachers, all of them with 
bachelor’s degrees and many of them with 
master’s certificates, are some of the best edu­ 
cated people in a community. The thought that 
they should keep their opinions private because 
of the affect they might have on their students 
is foolishness. 
Terry E. Herndon, executive secretary of 
the MEA who replaced E. Dale Kennedy this 
year, will speak to the Education Banquet tonight 
at the Terrace on the topic: “MEA — Meeting 
the Challenge for Change.” 
^ In light of the changing character of the or­ 
ganization, it seems a most appropriate subject. 


No Decent, dlization 
President Nixon’s revenue-sharing plan* 
first surfaced during the Johnson administra­ 
tion, sounds like a way of decentralizing political 
power which has been accumulating in Wash­ 
ington since FDR’s New Deal. But a second look 
proves otherwise. 
The problems which the states undoubted­ 
ly would be confronted with under revenue-shar­ 
ing are much the same as those they already 
have encountered with specific grant programs 
like, for example, conservation of natural re­ 
sources. The states appropriate their share of 
funds for federally-sponsored programs and 
plans on the assumption that Washington will 
carry out its end of the deal only to see the 
plans go awry. 
What often happens is that the enthusiasm 
of Congress for a particular program waxes and 
then wanes as other things catch its attention. 
One year it is big on, say, auto safety, and ap­ 
propriates large sums for that purpose. An­ 
other year the crusade is for highway beauti­ 
fication and money is funneled into that project- 
Unforseen problems, like the rising cost of 
the war in Vietnam, can necessitate a re-alloca­ 
tion of appropriations. The result of all this is 
that the states find that they have insufficient 
funds for a project that the federal government 
has encouraged them to undertake in the first 
place .They discover that they could have spent 
state revenue for other, better purposes had 
they never bitten for “free” aid. 
These same difficulties are quite likely to 
crop up in revenue-sharing. Congress might al­ 
locate one sum in a particular year and drastical­ 
ly alter it the next, making it hard for the states 
to make long-range plans. And, too, Congress 
will still control the pursestrings with the result 
that, in the end, power will not be decentralized, 
as suggested, but will remain in Washington.

PAROCHIAID PLAN 
The issue of parochiaid is 
pressing upon us again. Bap­ 
tists have historically labored 
diligently for “soul 
liberty.” 
They have sought equal rights 
for all citizens w hether they be 
Catholic, Protestant, or atheis­ 
tic. One im portant right is the 
freedom of parents to choose 
betw een 
public 
and 
private 
schools. 
In order for “soul liberty” to 
be realized to the fullest, Bap­ 
tists have also struggled for 
complete separation of church 
and state. This is the only way 
that true religious freedom can 
subsist; (th at is, w ithout creat­ 
ing advantage or disadvantage 
for one group or another). In 
these days when “pow er poli­ 
tics" are so m uch in evidence it 
is m ore than ever im portant for 
the separation of church and 
state to be m aintained. T he cur­ 
ren t parochiaid proposals vio­ 
late this concept. 
On the other hand, w ithout a 
doubt, there is inequity in our 
present educational set-up. P ar­ 
ents are heavily penalized fi­ 
nancially if they should choose 
to send their children to pri­ 
vate schools rather than public 
schools. They

share of school taxes plus the 
cost of private school education.

right to educate all children? It 
seem s th at way, and of this we 
should beware! This road leads

and

O ur problem is com plicated. 
We 
want

choice 
w ithout financial penalties. We 
w ant com plete separation of 
church and state. I suggest the 
easiest w ay out is to retu rn to 
the thought of giving a t least 
some relief on school taxes to 
the property ow ners w ho have 
children in private schools. The 
am ount of relief would depend 
on how m any children the p ar­ 
ent has in private schools and 
each relief w ould continue only 
as long as they rem ain in p ri­ 
vate schools. Property owners 
who have renters w ith child­ 
ren in private schools, could 
file for school tax relief on their 
behalf, turn ing the relief over 
to them . According to this plan 
the state m akes no paym ent to 
a church institution and the

NEW YORK (AP) — An attor­ 
ney in the Green Beret case 
said today that seven af the men 
involved are “very dissatisfied” 
with toe statement by Army 
Secretary Stanley R. Resor in 
dropping the murder charges 
against them. 
Henry D. RothbJatt of New 
York said the Green Berets feel 
they are still tainted with an 
“implication af guilt” in the al­ 
leged slayings of a Vietnamese 
civilian, reputed double agent 
and that Resor should have stat­ 
ed that “there was a complete 
lack of evidence and that these 
men had committed no crime.” 
‘ Instead,” Rothblatt said, “he 
made the unfair statement that 
toe Army dropped the charges 
only because the CIA would not 
testify.”

Parents Cause 
Of Accidents, 
Says Professor 


DETROIT (AP*—Parents who 
spoil 
their 
children may 
be 
responsible for the youngsters 
having 
accidents, 
reports 
a 
Michigan State University soci­ 
ologist. 
Prof. David Klein told a state­ 
wide meeting of physicians, stu­ 
dents and public health officers 
Wednesday 
in 
Detroit 
that 
many parents want their chil­ 
dren to have the things they did 
not have as youngsters. 
“For example,” Klein sand, 
“many 
middle - class parents 
want their children to have a 
bicycle at an earlier age than 
they did. As a result, the aver­ 
age age of children who have 
the most bicycle accidents 
if 
four and one-half years.” 
Parents also give their chil­ 
dren hazardous playthings, such 
as trampolines, he said. The 
children may not be prepared 
tor the gift and this can cause 
accidents, sometimes fatal, he 
reported. 
Taking risks has an appeal, 
especially 
among 
blue-collar 
workers, he sadrf. 
“For instance, people not sat­ 
isfied with the risks of skiing 
may be attracted to snowmobil­ 
ing, which may be more hazard­ 
ous,” Klein said. 
Currently, he said, there is 
nothing to prevent a 16-year old 
from driving a snowmobile ai 
the highest horsepower.

Attention duckhunters! 
Get your guns checked, skiffs ready, and repair those leaky 
waders. Micnigan s waterfowl season is already underway with 
yesterday s opening of goose season. On Oct. IO the season on 
ducks, coots, rails, gallinules and jacksnipe will open and con­ 
tinue until Nov. 18. 
Most of the action in the Escanaba Area will be concen­ 
trated on Portage Marsh, a long productive area for a large 
variety of waterfowl, and prospects for opening day are bright. 
This optimistic outlook, towards what was once considered 
to possibly be a bleak season, comes from U. S. Fish and Wild­ 
life reports that say game duck breeding populations have in­ 
creased 12 per cent over last year’s figures. 
The surveys, conducted by U. S. and Canadian wildlife 
biologists, were made throughout the spring and summer in 
the prairie and pothole regions of the U .S. and Canada -where 
most of the ducks we hunt here in Portage Marsh are born. 
By species, those showing an increase in the surveys are 
mallards, up 5 per cent; pintails, up 17 per cent; blue-winged 
teal, up 20 per cent; and canvasbacks and redheads, up 3 and 
ll per cent respectively. 
The goose breeding consensus is that nesting is satis­ 
factory although some arias have shown a drop in production. 
“A good supply of Canada geese is expected to start arriving 
soon,” reports Ed Mikula. state waterfowl expert for the DNR. 
Mikula points out that huge flocks of birds have already been 
spotted migrating from Canada. 
Duck hunting prospects look good locally. Surveys conduct­ 
ed by the DNR have shown that there were more ducks in 
Portage Marsh this spring and summer than at the same time 
last year. "This spring’s brooding pair count in the marsh was 
up 30 per cent over last year’s figures,” said Joe Vogt, district 
game biologist for the DNR. 
The big increase was made up mostly of mallards which 
showed up in heavy numbers this spring. Divers have also in­ 
creased in the marsh. 
Some of the earlier migrant ducks have already arrived at 
Portage Marsh. ‘‘Teal, wood ducks, shovellers and baldpates

Vaccine Pioneer 


Dies At Age 69 


ANN ARBOR IAP*—Dr. rrhom- 


j as Francis, a pioneer in the de­ 
velopment of vaccines against 
virus diseases, died Wednesday 
at University Hospital in Ann 
Arbor following a long illness. 
Francis, 69. was credited with 
developing the first effective 
vaccine 
for 
influenza 
in 
tie 
1930s. He gained national! fame 
in the 1950s when he directed 
one of the largest medical ex­ 
periments in history, the nation­ 
wide test which proved that the 
polio vaccine developed by his 
former pupil, 
Dr. Jonas Salk, 
was safe and effective. 
Francis’ early flu vaccine was 
used to binoculate the entire 
U.S Army in 1945. Last winter, 
he identified the Hong Kong flu 
virus and participated in devel­ 
oping a vaccine against it. 
Francis had served as chair­ 
man of the University of Mich­ 
igan department of epidemiolo­ 
gy since 1941. 
He is survived bv his widow 
and two children. Funeral ar­ 
rangements were incomplete.

Michigan Given 
Blame For Lake 
Erie Pollution 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
City of Detroit and other Michi­ 
gan communities account for 
73.6 of municipal pollution enter­ 
ing Lake Erie, Ohio Gov. James 
A. Rhodes said Wednesday. 
Rhodes, critical of federal pol­ 
lution charges against Toledo 
and four Ohio steel plants, said 
Michigan was responsible for 65 
per cent of the lake’s overall 
pollution. 
Rhodes said it was an Ohio 
proposal that brought about the 
Great Lake States pollution con­ 
ference in 1965. 
Ohio, he said, will have the 
majority of polluters complying 
with a state-established timeta­ 
ble for pollution abatement by 
the end of 1971. 
Two U.S. Department of In­ 
terior officials were dispatched 
to Columbus Tuesday night aft- 
er Rhodes, in Washington, aired 
his complaints to Interior Secre­ 
tary Walter J. Hickel. 
Following a round of meetings 
with Ohio pollution control offi­ 
cials, they said Ohio’s timetable 
for cleanup was not out of line 
with that of the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Hearings against Toledo and 
the four steel firms, they told a 
news conference, would be held 
next week only with the hope of 
obtaining voluntary compliance 
with abatement schedules.

order of $3.5 billion in govern­ 
ment-wide budget reductions to 
fight inflation, was disclosed by

Allott even supplied a defini­ 
tion: “ A bugout is when you pul 
out and put a date an a pullout 
or put numbers on a pullout in 
such a way that you have the 
position of the United States un­ 
guarded.” 
“ I think they’re bugged by my 
proposal.”
